New trawler 


AMONG Norway's 
fleet of 78 deepsea wet 
fish trawlers laid up 
this summer because 
their cad quota ran out 
is a brand new ship. 

The stern fisher Nard 
Rollnes had a combined nam- 
ing and handing over 
ceremony, then went straight 
to her lay-up berth! 

She had been built by the 
Norwegian yard Kaarboa 
Mek. Verksted for the fishing 
co-operative. Ytre Roll ay a. 

As in Britain, while 
Norwegian boats were bann- 
ed from fishing, foreign 
vessels were able to fish on. 

Earlier this summer almost 
300 foreign trawlers were 
fishing between Finn mark, in 
North Norway, and Bear 
Island: “A number which 
bears no reasonable 
relationship to the inter- 
national quota regulations 
applying to the cod fisheries”. 

About 100 trawlers were on 
the 12- mile limit off Finn- 
mark, while in the Barents 
Sea there were vessels from 
seven or eight nations. 

Norway's deepsea trawlers 
are havjng a lean time 
because fishermen using fix- 
ed gear are not subject to 


laid 


restriction and caught more 
than usual early this year. 
Under present arrangements 
Norwegian trawlew cannot be 






guaranteed a fixed quota for 
tne whole of the year. 

The trawlers also had good 


catches early in the vear, and 
it was decided that from May 
l to August 31 each vessel 
should be allowed to catch 
only 127 tons of cod, 
equivalent to about 14 days’ 
fishing. 

The laying-up of trawlers 
during most of the summer 
has caused difficulties for 
processing plants and put 
shore jobs in jeopardy. It is 
hoped that a new scheme will

be introduced for next year. 

The Conservative Party in 
Hammerfest, site of a big 
Nestle-Findus filleting and 
freezing plant, has sent a 
resolution to the Ministry of 
Fisheries demanding that 
both the total quota which » 
awarded to Norway, and the 
internal distribution of the 
quota, should be revised.

BRITAIN is to decide her own North Sea herr- 
ing catch for the remainder of this year follow- 
ing another collapse of the North-East Atlantic 
Fisheries Commission’s quota system. Norway 
objected to her quota on July IB and now Britain 
— in the face of large-scale herring fishing by 
foreign fleets ^close to LIK limits — has put in an 
objection. Britain was adhering to the 9,700 
Ions she was allocated until Norway objected lo 
the scheme. Now, our catch has exceeded the 
quota. The move to opt out was welcomed by. 
Scottish herring fishermen's representative, 
Gilbert Buchan of Inv erallochv. who sa id Iasi 
week he is ‘delighted’. 

It would be stupid on our 
purl not to allow our 
fishermen to carry on fishing 
when the herring is inside our 
12-mile limit — especially 
when Norway is catching, he 
said. 

“As it turns out, it is a very 
appropriate move because 
there happens to be a lot of 
herring inside the 12-mile 

limit . 

Mr. Buchan stressed that 
ocottiah fishermen strongly 
advocated conservation as 
lon P a a there is voluntary 
reciprocal agreement.

Tlie inland wholesale fish 
trade “could bo dealt a blow 
I’riun which it may never 
recover stales Mr. G. A 
Hiittsiin. secretary of The 
National Feduratiun of 
Inland Wholesale Fish 
Merchants, iu a strong letter 
sent to Mr. Peart late last 
week. 

The letter slates: “At the 
presen L time the fish trade is 
facing one uf the most crucial 
stages it lias over faced in its 
long history. 

'T)o nmn'd has suffered 
steady decline ever since 1940 
but now appears to bo 
stabilising, and with the ris- 
ing coat ul food, it must surely 
be of immense benefit to the 
public al largo for the con- 
HumpLiou of fish to incresse 
considerably from its present 
level. 

“At the same time wo are 
starting by degrees to woo the 
housewife from demersal to 
pelagic fish, tu bring demand 
mure iu lino with the pattern 
of cntches by iniddlo water 
and inshore fishermen. 

“One answer to any supply 
problem, ns far as ws are con- 
cerned, would be to increase 
imports to cover any short- 
fall, but at best this can only 
he regarded as a short-term 
solution. 

"For one thing, other coun- 
tries' cntches will be com- 
et ed fur by, for instance, the 
nited Sta’teR market. In any 
case the acute danger of over- 
fishing means that the total 
EEC catch would be liable to 
diminish within a relatively 
short time. 

“The French do not let us 
go over there and raid their 
grapevines; the Dutch do not 
let us dig up their tulips; so we 
find it quite beyond belief 
that the Government should 
ever entertain the possibility 
of letting others take our fish. 

“We can only assume that 
we have misunderstood re- 
cent statements and seek 
vour assurance that there is 
ho intention to give away 
what is rightfully this coun- 
try’s property. 

‘"A delegation from this 
Federation would welcome 
the opportunity to attend the 
Ministry to explain our views 
more fully."
